Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  Telephone  Statistics  for  the 
year  ended  June  30,  1914. 

The  steady  growth  of  telephone  interests  is  revealed  by  the  statistical 
matter  presented.  The  number  of  units  which  reported  in  1913  was  1,075. 
In  1914  reports  were  received  from  1,136  operating  organizations. 

There  has  been  a  distinctly  noticeable  movement  during  recent  years  toward 
the  consolidation  and  centralization  of  telephone  interests  in  populous  com- 
munities, particularly  in  the  province  of  Ontario.  Unions  reduce  the  number 
of  reporting  units,  and  have  for  their  chief  object  the  prevention  of  waste  in 
operating  cost. 

It  should  not  be  assumed,  however,  that  reports  were  received  from  ever}' 
telephone  corporation  or  private  interest  throughout  the  Dominion.  It  is 
probable  that  the  full  number  of  units  exceeds  1,200.  Every  effort  was  made 
to  secure  returns  from  all  of  these;  but,  for  various  reasons,  the  effort  was  not 
absolutely  successful. 

The  telephone  business  of  the  country  is  expanding  rapidly.  The  difficulty 
in  the  way  of  obtaining  reports  from  all  the  organizations  arises  from  two 
causes:  First,  a  lax  system  in  the  various  provinces  with  regard  to  the 
registration  of  companies  which  have  reached  the  operating  stage;  and  second, 
the  somewhat  haphazard  way  in  which  some  of  the  co-operative  companies 
carry  on  business.  For  the  most  part  these  are  purely  local  corporations, 
covering  a  small  field,  and  giving  little  heed  to  accounting  methods.  In  the 
face  of  such  a  situation,  it  is  felt  that  the  best  has  been  done  that  was  possible 
under  the  circumstances. 

The  reporting  forms  sent  out  are  exceedingly  simple  in  character.  At  the 
outset,  an  effort  was  made  to  get  more  or  less  elaborate  reports;  but  that  plan 
had  to  be  abandoned  for  the  time  being.  The  schedules  only  led  to  confusion 
in  the  minds  of  the  officers  in  charge  of  rural  companies,  and  resulted  in  quite 
unsatisfactory  and  incomplete  returns.  Still  worse,  they  were  the  excuse  in 
many  instances  for  neglect  to  report  at  all.  The  forms  were  therefore  reduced 
to  a  series  of  questions,  elementary  and  incapable  of  being  misunderstood. 

The  educational  process  should  now  be  regarded  as  reasonably  complete, 
and  the  time  is  at  hand  when  the  larger  corporations  might  properly  be  placed 
on  a  more  comprehensive  reporting  basis,  somewhat  like  that  which  is  applied 
to  other  public  utilities.  As  for  the  small  units  occupying  rural  fields  of  service, 
it  will  perhaps  always  be  necessary  to  deal  with  them  much  in  accordance  with 
the  present  plan. 

During  1914  the  department  had  the  continued  co-operation  of  the  Sas- 
katchewan Government  with  respect  to  telephone  reports  from  that  province. 
As  time  proceeds  it  ought  to  be  practicable  to  secure  similar  help  from  other 
provincial  governments.

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  entire  capitalization  of  the  Hell  Telephone 
Company  is,  in  the  foregoing  table,  attached  to  the  province  of  Quebec,  the 
headquarters  of  that  corporation  being  in  Montreal;  but  the  company  has 
its  larger  interests  in  Ontario.    It  would  be  impracticable  to  make  a  division.

Here  again  allowance  must  be  made  for  the  facts  with  respect  to  the  Bell 
Telephone  Company,  which  have  the  effect  of  unduly  inflating  the  figures  with 
respect  to  the  province  of  Quebec,  and  of  reducing  them  in  relation  to  Ontario. 

EARNING  AND  OPERATING  EXPENSES. 

Gross  earnings  in  1914  had  a  total  of  817,297,268.98,  or  $2,399,990.75 
more  than  in  1913. 

Operating  expenses  aggregated  $12,882,402.32,  as  compared  with  $11,175,- 
689 . 47  for  the  preceding  year. 

Net  earnings,  as  represented  by  the  difference  between  gross  earnings  and 
operating  cost,  were  $4,414,866.66.  This  result  was  better  by  $657,277.88 
than  in  1913.  Many  of  the  rural  organizations  are  on  a  co-operative  basis,  and 
seek  merely  to  balance  income  and  outgo. 

Gross  earnings  in  1914  were  equal  to  $33. 16  per  telephone  in  use,  as  com- 
pared with  $32. 13  in  1913  and  $33.09  in  1912. 

Operating  expenses  represented  an  average  of  $24.72  per  telephone,  as 
against  $24.10  in  1913.

EQUIPMENT. 

The  number  of  miles  of  telephone  wire  in  use  in  1914  was  1,343,090  07 — 
an  increase  of  250,503  -30  as  compared  with  1913. 

The  foregoing  wire  mileage  for  1914  was  divided  as  follows:  Urban,  962,- 
947  -49;  rural,  380,142-58. 

There  was  1  mile  of  telephone  wire  in  use  for  every  6-0  of  the  population, 
as  against  6-8  in  the  preceding  year.  The  population  of  Canada  on  March  31 
last  was  estimated  by  the  Census  Office  to  be  8,075,000. 

The  number  of  telephones  in  use  was  521,144,  representing  a  gain  of  57,473 
over  1913. 

There  was  one  telephone  in  use  for  every  15-5  of  the  population,  which 
places  Canada  in  a  foremost  position  among  the  nations  with  respect  to  telephone 
service.  Only  one  other  country,  the  United  States,  is  known  to  have  as  large 
a  number  of  telephones  in  use  on  the  basis  of  population.
